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On  the  nights  of  November  29  and  30,  King  Faisal  Hall  was  crowded 
with  anxious  spectators.  Even  after  the  final  curtain  rang  down,  Baghdad's 
famous  theatre  still  echoed  with  their  sighs  and  smiles,  laughter  and 
i  bravoes  ».  The  audience  had  witnessed  the  performance  of  three  one-act 
plays:  Mystery  at  the  Depot  by  Albert  Carriere,  The  Valiant  by  Holworthy 
Hall  and  Robert  Middlemass,  and  the  Arabic  version  of  Herbert  Farieon's 
Friends,  translated  by  Huda  Habisha.  The  first,  a  situation  comedy,  invol- 
ved the  capture  of  an  unknown  murderer,  and  had  the  audience  gasping 
for  what  was  in  « that »  box,  the  center  of  interest  on  the  stage,  and  purport- 
edly containing  a  dead  body.  «  That  i  box  will  be  famous  for  years,  though 
it  held  nothing  but  some  old  newspapers.  The  Valiant,  a  dramatic  master- 
piece of  farflung  acclaim,  is  the  story  of  a  man  about  to  go  to  his  execution. 
The  mounting  tension  of  the  tragic  situation  was  superbly  sustained  by  the 
leading  characters  ;  and  Wayil  Kubba's  realistic  performance  in  the  role  of 
« the  valiant »  reduced  his  audience  to  tears.  In  a  totally  different  vein,  was 
the  rendition  of  Friends.  Even  those  who  profess  little  acquaintance  with 
the  Arabic  tongue  were  reduced  to  frenzied  laughter  by  the  sophisticated 
pantomime  and  the  kaleidoscopic  range  in  the  acting  of  Sardun  Hermes 
and  Nabil  Mustsfa. 

In  December,  the  Dramatic  Society  won  further  distinction,  when, 
competing  with  a  number  of  amateur  and  semi-professional  dramatic 
groups,  The  Valiant  was  voted  among  the  three  best  presentations  at  the 
British  Institute.

Open  to  students  of  Fourth  and  Fifth  Year 
who  displayed  ability  and  interest,  the  Scientific 
Society  this  year  numbered  about  forty  budding 
young  scientists.

The  official  visit  of  His  Majesty,  King  Faisal  II 
to  Baghdad  College  last  May  may  be  summed  up 
in  the  celebrated  phrases:  "He  came.  He  saw.  He 
conquered."  The  week  before  his  coming  was 
spent  in  diligent  preparation  and  eager  anticipation, 
on  the  part  of  both  faculty  and  students.  The 
Fathers  had  their  assigned  places  and  functions, 
and  the  students  practiced  assembly  line-up,  and 
polished  up  their  lessons.

After  the  Royal 
Party  has  inspected  the  lines,  and  has  entered  the 
Administration  Building,  please  file  back  to  your 
classroom.  Your  class  may  be  the  class  His  Majesty 
will  visit.  After  the  whole  college  has  been  visited, 
another  bell  will  be  rung  for  you  to  assemble  again 
in  front  of  the  school  to  be  addressed  by  His  Ma- 
jesty." 

First  period  went  by  as  usual.  The  second 
period  was  well  on  its  way  when  the  special  bell 


rang.  With  joy  in  our  hearts,  and  with  admiration 
shining  in  our  eyes,  we  students  filed  to  our  assembly 
spots  to  greet  our  King.  There  was  His  Majesty, 
the  Prince-Regent,  and  their  retinue  alighting  from 
their  cars,  graciously  smiling  their  greetings  while 
being  received  by  Rev.  Father  Rector  and  the 
Fathers.  After  a  brief  visit  to  the  diwan,  the  Royal 
Party  inspected  the  Student's  Chapel  expressing 
admiration  for  its  beauty  and  design.

He  paused  at  the  entrance  to  the  Administration 
Building  to  greet  the  Fathers  and  Lay  Teachers 
there  awaiting  him.  Many  hands  met.  Many  faces 
smiled.  Many  greetings  were  exchanged.  And  then 
His  Majesty  disappeared  from  view  inside  the 
building. 

We  filed  back  to  the  classroom  to  take  up  the 
lessons  laid  aside.

Outside  was  a  rustling  of 
feet  and  hushed  tones,  as  the  Royal  Party  descended 
from  the  school  library.

in  good  working  order,  after  all  important  platform 
guests  have  been  seated,  a  signal  will  be  given  to 
march,  single  file,  from  the  hall  to  the  garden  to 
the  red-plush  seats  provided  in  the  Graduates  circle 
in  full  view  of  family,  relative,  and  friend. 

The  first  voice  heard  over  the  loudspeaker  will 
be  that  of  Fr.  Mudir  extending  words  of  welcome 
to  all,  setting  the  tone  for  this  day  of  days,  or  if  you 
will,  night  of  nights.  Then  a  member  of  the  grad- 
uating class  will  step  forward  and  give  his  address 
in  Arabic.  Musical  selections  will  follow.  After  that 
will  be  heard  the  English  speech  given  by  another 
selected  classmate.  The  Royal  Iraqi  Band  will  offer 
another  musical  interlude,  or  else  some  talented 
members  of  the  school  will  be  called  on  to  render 
a  prepared  musical  selection.  At  the  distribution  of 
prizes,  the  name  and  yearly  average-above-70  of 
every  boy  in  the  school  will  be  read  out  for  the 
enlightenment  and  admiration  of  all.  Coveted  medals 
will  be  distributed  to  leaders  of  individual  classes 
for  their  excellence  in  studies.  Awards  of  distinction 
will  be  received  by  the  Elocution  and  Prize  Debating 
winners.  And  then  will  come  the  moment  that 
every  graduate  has  been  longing  for, — the  moment 
when  he  will  step  up  to  the  platform  for  the  recep- 
tion of  his  very  own  diploma.  A  step  forward;  a 
handclasp ;  a  word  of  encouragement,  and  then  each 
steps  forward  on  his  own. 

Graduation  is  a  milestone  in  life.  It  is  a  stepping 
stone  to  a  fuller  and  a  more  mature  way  of  living. 
It  is  also  a  time  when  we  glance  back  at  the  past. 
We  can  see  ourselves  as  we  were  five  years  ago, 
when  we  first  came  to  Baghdad  College,  by  observ- 
ing the  boys  now  in  first  year, — boisterous,  happy, 
care-free,  rushing  to  play  ping-pong,  or  handball 


or  baseball  as  soon  as  there  is  release  from  the 
rigors  of  the  classroom.  Our  second  year  in  the 
school  made  us  feel  like  veterans  as  we  showed  the 
"small"  boys  what  to  do  and  what  not  to  do,  and 
answered  their  every  question.  We  sobered  a  bit 
in  third  year,  and  prepared  seriously  for  all  examina- 
tions. As  triumphant  scholars  we  started  fourth 
year,  carefree  still,  but  still  a  bit  serious,  for  a  count 
of  heads  disclosed  that  many  had  fallen  by  the  way- 
side in  studies,  and  were  no  longer  with  us.  Only 
to  the  one  who  studies  steadily  and  seriously  will 
success  come.  Fourth  was  also  the  year  for  increased 
participation  in  school  activities, — in  sports,  and 
dramatics,  and  writing,  and  debating,  and  elo- 
cuting. 

And  then  the  year  of  years  began, — our  fifth 
and  final  year  at  Baghdad  College.  From  our  pin- 
nacle atop  the  classes  of  the  school  we  were  paragons 
of  wisdom,  of  muscle,  and  of  virtue,  to  all  the  other 
classes.  Again  the  pace  in  the  classroom  and  in  all 
school  activities  was  fast  and  swift.  Too  swift.  For 
too  soon  did  we  find  ourselves  at  the  end  of  the  year 
about  to  leave  the  institution  we  had  come  to  love 
dearly,  to  depart  from  friends,  who,  too,  must  make 
their  way  in  life,  from  activities  that  have  broadened 
our  outlook,  developed  our  talents,  and  trained  us 
for  purposeful  participation  in  the  game  and  reality 
of  life. 

So  now  do  we  look  ahead  with  courage  and 
hope  and  determination  to  make  our  mark  in  life 
by  deeds  of  solid  achievement  and  lives  spent  in 
doing  good.  And  we  look  back  in  thankfulness  and 
gratitude  for  everything  and  to  everyone  who  con- 
tributed to  our  success  in  reaching  this  day  of  days, 
— our  graduation  day  from  Baghdad  College. 
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Iraq,  the  famous  land  of  Mesopotamia  and  the 
home  of  ancient  Assyrian  and  Chaldean  civiliza- 
tions, is  the  only  country  in  the  Middle  East  that 
has  all  the  means  of  a  great  cultural  and  economic 
development.  Besides  natural  wealth,  it  has  the 
financial  potential  to  develope  itself  into  a  more 
perfect   country. 

Iraq  finds  itself  today  in  a  most  important 
phase  of  its  history  and  national  evolution.  It  has 
begun  a  general  social  and  physical  development 
which  will  secure  the  growth  of  the  economic  ac- 
tivity of  its  people  and  the  improvement  of  their 
standard  of  living.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  both 
the  government  and  the  people  have  to  engage  in 
a  great  effort,  laboring  for  many  years  and  spending 
large  sums  of  money  to  achieve  their  objectives. 
It  is  also  true,  that  although  the  fruits  of  this  tre- 
mendous effort  are  already  appearing,  yet  much 
time  and  energy  will  be  required  before  the  country 
solves  all  its  problems. 

The  greatest  problem  that  successive  govern- 
ments had  to  face  was  that  of  the  Tigris  and  Euph- 
rates rivers.  These  twin  rivers  are  the  major  sources 
of  prosperity  in  Iraq.  Without  them  Iraq  would 
have  been  part  of  the  great  Arabian  Desert.  But  due 
to  carelessness  on  the  part  of  foreign  rulers  these 
two  friends  were  turned  into  enemies.  Almost  every 
year  floods  swept  vast  areas  of  fertile  and  planted 
land,  rendering  them  useless,  and  causing  great 
damage  to  the  owners.  These  floods  became  the 
horror  and  nightmare  of  farmers  throughout  the 
country.  Eventually  most  of  them  migrated  to  the 
cities  seeking  work  there.  They  deserted  their  lands 
and  their  homes  in  search  of  a  living,  thus  aban- 
doning the  rural  areas.  This  was  the  main  cause  of 
the  agricultural  depression  in  the  country. 

After  the  establishment  of  the  National  Rule, 
successive  governments  tried  various  schemes  for 


developing  the  country,  and  especially,  for  getting 
rid  of  these  floods.  Finally  in  1951  the  Development 
Board  was  established  to  coordinate  the  developing 
activities  of  the  country.  To  encourage  its  activity, 
the  Board  was  granted  70°  0  of  the  total  oil  income 
for  its  expenses.  Ever  since,  the  development  of 
Iraq  has  taken  great  strides  forward.  In  its  five-year 
plan  the  Development  Board  has  accomplished  a 
great  many  vitally  important  projects,  among  which, 
however,  the  Tharthar  and  Habbaniyah  projects 
are  the  most  important.  The  Tharthar  project  con- 
trols what  could  be  a  great  disaster  area:  the  floods 
of  the  Tigris,  which  threatened  even  Baghdad  in 
1954.  Wadi  Tharthar  is  a  huge  depression  extending 
from  Northern  Baghdad  to  a  distance  of  100  kilo- 
meters to  Sinjar,  the  extreme  northwest  of  the  coun- 
try. By  letting  the  extra  water  siphon  off  this  depres- 
sion, potential  flood  disasters  are  brought  under 
control. 

The  Habbaniyah  project,  on  the  other  hand, 
controls  the  floods  of  the  Euphrates  by  storing  the 
flood  water  in  Lake  Habbaniyah.  Such  a  method 
of  control  was  first  proposed  by  Sir  William  Wilcox, 
a  British  irrigation  engineer,  invited  to  Iraq  by  the 
Ottoman  government  at  the  beginning  of  this  century. 
The  completion  of  the  Habbaniyah  project  is  of 
interest  and  worthy  of  mention  here.  It  was  accom- 
plished in  three  different  stages.  Work  on  it  began 
in  1913,  but  was  stopped  by  World  War  I.  Later 
the  government  again  became  interested  in  its  pos- 
sibilities and  work  started  again  in  1939.  But,  un- 
fortunately work  was  again  stopped  by  World  War  II. 
Finally  it  was  completed  under  the  direction  of  the 
Development  Board  in  1956. 

In  addition  to  flood  control,  there  are  other 
great  project  in  progress.  Housing  rates  high  among 
these.  The  problem  is  not  merely  insufficient  hous- 
ing. Even  where  enough  houses  are  available,  they 
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do  not  meet  the  requirements  and  demands  of  a 
population  whose  standard  of  living  is  rising,  and 
whose  income  is  steadily  increasing.  Furthermore, 
the  uncoordinated  manner  in  which  many  houses 
have  been  built  in  the  densely  populated  centers 
does  not  allow  the  modern  city  planner  sufficient 
room  to  give  the  city  the  requisite  new  form  pro- 
viding comfort  and  beauty  and  utility.  Consequently, 
the  housing  problem  of  Iraq  is  complicated  and 
contains  many  aspects.  The  magnitude  of  this  prob- 
lem is  clearly  shown  by  the  fact  that  there  are  more 
than  800,000  families  in  Iraq  today.  This  figure  is 
expected  to  be  doubled  within  a  comparatively 
short  time.  If  one  bears  in  mind  that  of  these  fami- 
lies only  about  150,000  are  now  housed  under  good 
conditions,  it  is  evident  that  the  government  faces 
a  tremendous  housing  project.  To  solve  this  problem 
the  Iraqi  government  has  worked  out  a  detailed  and 
carefully  planned  housing  program.  It  wouldn't  be 
an  exaggeration  to  say  that  within  twenty- five  years 
every  family  in  Iraq  will  have  its  own  house. 

As  regards  the  educational  development  of 
Iraq,  the  government  program  has  made  giant 
strides.  Within  the  short  space  of  twenty  years, 
hundreds  of  schools  have  been  established.  Teachers 
and  means  for  carrying  on  their  work  have  been 
provided  at  great  government  expense.  This  lends 
great  encouragement  to  education  on  all  levels  of 
endeavor:  primary,  intermediate,  secondary,  and 
higher.  In  return  for  an  education  at  government 
expense,  the  doctor,  the  lawyer,  the  engineer,  the 
professional  worker  is  expected  to  render  a  return 


of  service  for  the  government  for  a  specified  number 
of  years.  At  present  Higher  Institutions  of  learning 
are  being  organized  along  university  lines  and  will 
soon  be  known  as  the  University  of  Baghdad.  Among 
the  private  institutions  that  have  had  great  influence 
and  that  have  afforded  educational  stimulus  are 
Baghdad  College,  and  the  recently  founded  Al- 
Hikma   University   staffed   by   the   Jesuit   Fathers. 

This  brief  report  provides  an  opportunity  for 
the  Iraqi  citizen  to  observe  and  evaluate  the  great 
tasks  undertaken  for  the  continued  progress  of  his 
country.  As  he  witnessed  such  progress  on  these 
projects  the  Iraqi  citizen  becomes  filled  with  pride  and 
satisfaction.  He  is  better  able  to  picture  for  himself 
what  his  country  looks  like  now,  and  what  it  will 
look  like  not  many  years  hence. 

These  many,  varied,  and  difficult  projects  under 
taken  by  the  government  with  the  support  of  the 
people  leads  to  a  new  Iraq.  Adequate  and  far- 
reaching  plans  have  been  laid  with  such  care,  per- 
sistence, faith,  and  expectation  that  a  bright  future 
is  assured.  The  fulfillment  and  accomplishment  of 
plans  will  not  be  easy,  nor  short-termed.  On  the 
contrary  problems  that  have  existed  for  centuries, 
coupled  with  those  exacted  by  modern  living  con- 
ditions call  for  far-sightedness,  and  long-range 
objectives.  Such  objectives  have  been  set.  Such 
plans  have  been  laid.  Already  many  projects  have 
been  accomplished.  May  the  Iraqi  nation  go  steadily 
forward  to  a  new  area  of  prosperity  and  opportunity 
for  all  under  the  patronage  of  His  Majesty.  King 
Faisal,  the   Second. 
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It  is  wonderful  to  have  the  opportunity  to  travel 
abroad  and  to  see  what  life  is  really  like  in  other 
countries,  and  to  have  the  chance  to  meet  people 
who  live  thousand  of  miles  away  from  your  home 
and  your  family.  Yet  you  make  such  good  and  deep 
friendships  that,  when  the  time  comes  for  you  to 
return  home,  it  brings  tears  to  your  eyes  and  sadness 
to  your  heart. 

Last  summer  I  had  the  opportunity  to  go  to 
the  United  States  as  a  camper  at  Camp  Rising  Sun, 
Rhinebeck,  New  York.  I  was  truly  amazed  and 
astonished  when  Fr.  Mudir  approached  me  and 
said,  "How  would  you  like  to  go  to  the  United 
States?"  At  that  moment  those  words  passed  in 
one  ear  and  out  the  other  without  comprehension 
on  my  part.  Then  their  meaning  suddenly  dawned 
on  me.  I  was  dumbfounded.  My  reaction  was,  "I 
beg  your  pardon,  Father!"  After  several  minutes  of 


clarification  the  idea  really  stuck  with  me,  and  signs 
of  joy  and  happiness  mirrored  my  face.  Here  was  a 
dream  that  could  come  true! 

My  parents  generously  agreed  to  my  going,  and 
soon  everything  was  arranged  for  me  to  travel  im- 
mediately after  school  had  finished. 

At  the  airport,  my  father  insisted  again  and 
again,  "Now  don't  forget  anything...  have  you  pass- 
port? camera?  handbag?  and  so  forth."  After  bidding 
goodbye  to  everyone  I  boarded  the  plane  with  a 
happy  and  gay  feeling  at  my  good  fortune.  The 
plane  warmed  up  its  engines  by  circling  Baghdad 
several  times,  and  I  reached  into  my  pocket  for  a 
handkerchief.  Guess  what  I  found  there?  The  keys 
to  my  father's  car!  Due  to  the  excitement  I  had 
forgotten  to  hand  them  back  to  him.  And  there  he 
was  below  me  trying  to  get  into  his  car.  Though  I 
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couldn't  sec  him,  it  seemed  as  though  I  could  hear 
him,  "Now  don't  forget  anything..." 

I  continued  my  journey  by  plane  to  Hngland 
where  a  few  pleasant  days  were  spent.  Then  I  cm- 
barked  for  New  York  aboard  an  ocean  liner.  Every- 
thing was  going  along  in  fine  shape  until  I  got 
seasick.  The  less  said  about  that  the  better.  After 
seven  days  at  sea  the  Statue  of  Liberty  was  a  welcome 
sight  at  last.  From  a  distance  I  admired  the  famous 
New  York  skyline,  and  the  tall  buildings,  and  there 
topping  them  all,  the  Empire  State  Building,  about 
which  I  had  read  so  much,  and  which  I  longed 
to  see  and  climb. 

The  ship  was  met  by  an  alumnus  of  Camp 
Rising  Sun.  There  was  only  time  for  a  quick  look- 
see  around  New  York  City,  so  we  spent  our  time 
walking  along  Fifth  Ave.,  gawking  at  the  fascinating 
buildings,  bumping  into  busy  people  while  doing 
so.  Amidst  all  those  tall  buildings  I  felt  like  an  ant 
between  the  legs  of  a  huge  giant. 

At  last  we  arrived  at  Camp  Rising  Sun,  a  beau- 
tiful 160  acres  located  between  the  towns  of  Rhine- 
beck  and  Red  Hook,  New  York.  A  sparkling  stream 
called  the  "Sawkill"  snaked  its  way  through  the 
spacious  green  land.  I  liked  the  camp  at  first  sight. 
And  it  didn't  take  me  long  to  get  acquainted  with 
all  the  boys  gathered  there  from  all  parts  of  the 
United  States,  and  from  all  corners  of  the  world. 

Camp  Rising  Sun  was  unlike  other  camps. 
True,  it  had  its  sports,  activities,  music,  camp  fire, 
and  all.  But  its  purpose  was  different.  It  was  a  camp 
designed  to  train  youth  to  attitudes  for  success  in 
life.  Mr.  Jonas,  the  founder,  conceived  the  idea  of 
bringing  together  boys  from  all  parts  of  the  world, 
so  that  coming  from  different  backgrounds  and  en- 
vironments, they  could  with  great  profit  exchange 
ideas  and  first  hand  facts.  In  this  way  they  could 
be  a  help  to  one  another,  one  country  to  another 


country,  and  hence  benefit  mankind  and  the  world 
at  large. 

However,  all  my  time  wasn't  spent  in  camp 
discussions.  With  other  boys  I  made  a  four  day 
visit  to  Washington,  D.C.  Instead  of  staying  ai 
hotels,  arrangements  had  been  made  for  us  to  enjoy 
the  hospitality  of  American  homes — for  whose 
warmth  and  kindness  we  are  all  grateful.  The  order- 
liness and  the  beauty  of  the  city  made  a  deep  im- 
pression on  me  and  my  companions.  S;>m-:  day  wc 
hope  to  return  for  a  longer  stay. 

Towards  the  end  of  camp  sea-  in.  Mr.  Jonas 
arranged  for  us  to  travel  to  Schenectady,  and  to 
visit  the  General  Electric  Company's  Laboratories. 
At  lunch  we  were  guests  of  the  Rotan,  C'ub,  where 
we  addressed  the  gathering. 

After  the  camp  season  had  finished,  New  York 
worked  its  magic  attraction  on  me.  Here  again  I 
enjoyed  the  genuine  hospitality  and  happiness  of 

an  American  home. 

Mr.  Jonas  and  Luis  Alvarez,  a  camper  from 
Mexico,  came  and  saw  me  safely  off  aboard  ship. 
I  don't  know  why,  but  as  the  ship  drew  further  out 
of  the  harbor,  I  felt  sad,  terribly  sad.  In  fact  I  was 
almost  in  tears.  Maybe  that  was  because  I  wa^ 
leaving  friends  I  may  never  see  again.  New  friend- 
of  two  months  seemed  like  old  friends  of  many 
years.  Parting  is  such  sweet  sorrow  ! 

I  waved  at  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  then  gazed 
down  at  the  water  below,  my  mind  filled  with 
memories.  I  recalled  the  stirring  songs  by  the  camp- 
fire,  and  the  exciting  discussions,  and  friendly  ar- 
guments in  our  tents  before  dropping  off  to  sleep. 

Looking  back  now  it  seems  like  a  dream  come 
true.  Yet,  it  is  not  like  any  other  dream  that  dis- 
appears quickly.  It  is  one  that  is  deep  within  the 
heart  and  memory.  I  will  always  be  grateful  to  all 
who  made  mv  dream  come  true. 
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I  entered  the  classroom.  My  heart  beat.  My 
legs  shook.  My  hands  trembled  with  fear.  The  boys, 
including  my-miserable-self,  said  the  customary 
prayer.  Then  each  of  us  took  his  usual  seat.  The 
teacher  began  to  talk.  I  could  hardly  understand  one 
single  word  he  was  uttering.  It  seemed  to  me  that 
he  was  giving  some  sort  of  speech,  but  I  couldn't 
hear  clearly  because  my  heart  was  beating  so  hard 
and  so  loud. 

The  teacher  continued  to  talk  and  I  listened 
attentively.  But  all  in  vain.  Finally,  I  managed  to 
hear  the  climax  of  the  whole  speech  which  may  be 
summed  up  in  two  tiny  words.  I  beg  your  pardon. 
I  should  have  said  tiny  in  structure,  but  huge  and 
gigantic  in  meaning  to  every  schoolboy:  "Report 
Cards."  As  these  two  words  left  the  teacher's  lips 
my  heart  left  its  usual  place  and  slipped  down  to 
the  bottom  of  my  feet.  The  time  of  reckoning  had 
come.  I  couldn't  escape  it.  I  had  to  face  reality. 
I  knew  a  red  circle  around  a  mark,  called  a  "flower" 
by  some  students,  meant  failure  in  that  subject. 
How  many  "flowers"  would  I  get?  Would  I  have 
"make-up"    study    during    the    summer    months? 

The  teacher  began  calling  out  the  names  of  the 
boys  and  started  to  give  them  their  report  cards. 
As  he  continued  to  call,  my  mind  flashed  back. 
True,  in  the  past  months  I  had  had  the  opportunity 
to  work  hard  and  to  raise  up  my  marks.  I  realized, 
suddenly,  that  if  I  had  tried  my  best  during  the 
year,  I  would  not  have  been  so  frightened  now. 
I  recalled  the  time  I  sat  in  the  classroom  merely 
physically  present,  not  mentally  alert,  thinking  about 
some  stupid  thing  that  happened  to  me  when  I  was 
young,  or  when  I  was  playing  sports,  or  when... 
Suddenly  the  teacher's  voice  pierced  through  my 
day-dream.  "You  don't  seem  to  be  interested  in 
what  we  are  doing!"  "No  sir,"  I  replied  still  day- 
dreaming. "Yes,  Father,"  I  shrieked,  coming  back 
to  reality,  "I  am,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  very,  very  much 
interested." 

"Oh,  are  you?"  the  teacher  asked,  "Then  please 
please  tell  us  what  I've  been  explaining  for  the  past 
two  minutes."  I  looked  at  him  blankly.  I  didn't 


know  what  to  answer.  Then  I  glanced  at  the  black- 
board. It  was  filled  with  writing — topics,  definitions, 
sentences,  etc.  So  I  picked  out  one  of  the  sentences, 
and  said,  "Why,  you  were  speaking  about  this, 
Father."  The  teacher  answered  with  a  gentle  and 
soothing  voice,  "Well,  that  shows  that  you  were 
really  listening  to  me,  good  boy."  Then,  changing 
his  tone  and  pitch  he  scalded  me  with,  "You  fool, 
we  took  that  matter  exactly  one  month  ago.  That's 
summer  make-up  matter.  Sit  down,  and  go  back 
to...  szzz."  "Sleep!"  I  murmured  sorrowfully. 

I  started  to  recall  other  instances  when  I  was 
in  similar  situations  with  other  teachers,  and  the 
realization  came  to  me  of  what  precious  and  impor- 
tant moments  I  had  lost  by  nonsense  and  tom- 
foolery, and  day-dreaming.
